London,—British, French and Rus- 
sian bankers are to hold a meeting in 
Paris in the near future to organize 
a syndicate, with a capital of $500,000 
to carry out a eurvey of a proposed 
Trans-Persian Railroad. 

Great Britain and Russia have both 
already approved of the scheme, al- 
though the precise route to be taken 
by the railroad remains to be decided. 
The. proposal contemplates the con- 
struction of a line from the seaport 
of Baku. in Russian-Trans-Caucasia, 
to Astra, on the Caspian Sea, to 
Teheran. the capital of Persia.
